Next Saturday. the 29th, will be a red-letter day in Victorian soccer. On 
that day the first interstate game in Victoria since the war will be played at 
Olympic Park. 

South Australia, our opponents, is sending a very strong team and we must 
not let our Jast years success in drawing with the Yugoslavs cause us to treat 
the visitors as a push-over. | 

In all the years of interstate soccer Victoria has only beaten South Austra 
on one occasion, whereas on four occasions the S.A.’s have been victorious. 

During the war years soccer fell even lower in S.A. than Victoria—only 
three teams being left. Since 1946 great strides have been made and the quality 
and quantity of football is on a par with Victoria. The S.A. Association has 
three divisions, with complementary reserve divisions for the two senior divisions. 
Prominent in the side is the goalie (H. Sloma), a former Polish schoolboy inter- 
national, who in 12 games this season has been beaten only seven times. Another 
New Australian with a solid reputation is half-back Z. Kracmera, of Juventus 
(Adelaide), regarded as one of the most constructive players in S.A. Added to 
these are such well-known “locals” as full-backs “Snowy Johnson, ‘Buller’ 

Thompson and forwards, W. Elgood and P. Cranswick. 

Altogether, it becomes increasingly obvious that the game will be a hard 
one and any soccerite in Melbourne next Saturday who does not turn up at 
Olympic Park will miss a treat. | 

At the Wednesday game at the M.C.G. last year thousands stayed away 
because of the rain, All have been kicking themselves to death ever since. 
Don't be one of the ‘suckers this year. 

This week also sees the end of the 1950 League competition. The First 
Division is already decided, with Sunshine United so far out in front as to be 
almost a record. To Sunshine we extend “Soccer News'” heartiest congratula- 
tions. 

The Third Division (South) also has been won outright by J.U.S.T—a fine 
tribute to a first-year club and its founder, Mr. Kuketz. To ].U.S.T also we say, 
“Good show.’ 

In the Second Division todays game will decide which of the three teams. 
Yallourn, Western Suburbs and Preston. will go up to the First Division. Fife 
and White Eagles still battle in the Third Division (North). 


It is always sad to see old teams demoted and to Moreland we can only 
wish better luck next year. To Heidelberg also and the others whose releqation 
is decided today we extend our commiseration.

A few weeks ago un article appeared in this paper under the title “Are 
‘Racial Clubs Justified? In my opinion they are In the first place, let us be 
clear about one thing. Our soccer clubs are not formed on the basis of ‘races’ — 
for, correctly speaking, no such thing as race’ exists 

When migrants from, say, Yugoslavia, get together to form a new club, they 
do so for the same reason as settlers from anywhere else, he it Scotland. Ireland 
or Malta—their love for the code. In fact. the only way in which the clubs 
might differ fundamentally is their language 

There is only one club in Melbourne formed on the basis of a common 
igion and that is Hakoah-].R.C. (Jewish Recreation Club). Neither the 
W. (Young Christian Worker) or the Y.C.L. (Young Catholic Leaque), who 
nter teams in many other sports, take part in Victorian soccer. Furthermore. 
although Hakoah was originally intended to cater for players of the Jewish faith 
enly, it has today many non-Jews in its playing ranks. Hakoahs First Division 
team is now predominately non-Jewish and consists to a very large extent of new 
arrivals from the Continent. 

1 do not believe. and cannot accept, the statement that Victorian soccer is

endangered by the existence of such clubs as }.U.S.T, Olympic. George Cross. 


Juventus. Hakoah, White Eagles, etc. There has been trouble with some otf 
these and other clubs. All of it has been unwarranted, unnecessary and com 
pletely inexcusable. Firm action should be taken against players warned 
repeatedly by referees, with complete banning of the offender when the occasion 
Gnally calls for it. But here again meticulous care should be taken that punish 
ment is dealt out fairly and in tradition with that old principle of British justice. 

Anvone who has read threugh the published list of players warned this year 
will note the number who are Australian-born and are associated with clubs of 
long standing. I fully realise that this year spectators—more than the players 
themselves—have caused great trouble and have been responsible for the brawis, 
near-brawls and abandonment of games. Intimidation of referees nearly alweys 
came from the sidelines first. 

But until these hot-headed spectators are controlled, in the 
roping off the ground properly, and if that proves insufficient. by police protection.
